DIPHTHERIA QUARANTINE. 

Diphtheria patients must not 
be released from quarantine un- 
lii iuo negative reports have' beesi 
received from the State labor- 
atory or a city laboratory, and 
scarlet fever quarantine must not 
be raised under 30 days, accord- 
to a recent ruling of the 
State Board of Health, which has 
been informed that county and 
city health authorities, acting in- 
dependently, have been raising 
quarantine too soon in many in- 
stances. The diphtheria order 
means that the health officer 
must have two analysis taken at 
different times at the laboratories 
and must not raise the quaran- 
tine until the analysis shows that 
germs have disappeared.
